Selectmen’s Report. 


i o the Taxpayers : 


W e have drawn orders on the town treasurer during the 
past year as follows : On general account 154 orders, 
amounting to $24,274.37 ; on account of overseer of the 
poor 169 orders, amounting to $5,907.19 ; on account of 
repairs of the highway 29 orders, amonnting to $3,107.19 ; 
and on account of Memorial hall 59 orders, amounting to 
$15,868.56. 


After the publication of last year’s report the former 
board of selectmen drew 6 orders on general account 
amounting to $236.77 ; 15 orders on account of overseer 
of the poor (being payment of bills for February, 1888) 
amounting to $910.73 ; 1 order on account of repairs of 
highways, for $5.99, and 2 orders on account of Memorial 
Hall amounting to $1,143.31. 

The orders drawn by the present board on general 
account may be apportioned and classified as follows :

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NEW HIGHWAYS, &C. 

We have laid a new highway around Cheney Hill, where 
the road was recommended to be laid by the County Court. 
The commissioners in the case of Greeno and others against 
Rutland and Pittsford laid the road across the swamp, com- 
ing out near H. E. Colburn’s house, but the County Court^ 
when the matter came before it, would not accept their 
report, but said that as it had been represented that the 
town of Rutland was willing to build a road around the 
hill (where the Court thought it ought to be built) they 
would continue the case and hold it over the town and let 
the town build it around the hill. In accordance with that 
suggestion we laid out the road and awarded land damages 
as follows : To J. A. Cheney and wife, $250 ; to Eugene 
Thomas, $350. Messrs. Spaulding and Meyerhoffer con- 
tracted to build the road for $045, and have partly built it, 
and will finish it as early in the spring as the weather will 
permit. 

We have built the following streets, which had been laid 
out by former boards of selectmen: — Lafayette Street, 
Meadow street extension, Morse street (from Forest to Spruce- 
streets), and Cleveland avenue. 

We have laid ou: and built an extension of Terrill street. 
We have also laid out an extension of Garden street, or. 
Kendall avenue, so as to connect Grove and Pine streets, 
and have awarded land damages as follows : To N. S-. 
Marshall and wife, $1,000 ; D. L. Morgan, $10 ; Mrs. S. M. 
Bake:, $150 ; and others interested one cent each. These 
land damages are not yet paid. 

Negotiations have been had to widen State street, near 
Mrs. Spencer’s, but have not yet been closed. Arrange- 
ments were at one time all made by which the Whitney 
place would be deeded to Mrs. Spencer for $3500, and the 
town was to pay Mrs. Spencer $500 for moving her house- 
off the land to be taken for the street. This would make 
the expense to the town of widening State street $4000. 
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The parties interested in the Whitney property withdrew 
their proposition before the deeds were drawn and wanted 
4500 more, which the selectmen were not willing to pay, 
because we consider $4000, ample damages, and the matter 
has remained in that way ever since. 

The old narrow wooden bridge at the foot of Wells Hill 
has been replaced by a wide iron bridge and the road each 
aide has been raised about three feet. The iron part of the 
bridge tvas contracted at $1560, but the abutments and 
other work have brought up the total expense to over 
42600. It wa j an improvement which has been needed for 
a long time. 

An extension of Spruce street has been laid so as to con- 
nect with Furnace street, and land damages awarded as 
follows: L. N. Franklin, $275; Rutland R. R. Co., 4115 ; 
Hugh Kelley, 45 ; E. A. Morse and others, one cent each. 
These damages are not yet paid. , 

DOGS. 

The town clerk received for licensing dogs during the 
year ending November 30, 1888, $440.00 and his fees thereon 
were $35.30. The balance, 4404.70, was paid to the towu 
treasurer. Orders have been drawn on this fund as follows : 


To J. B. Harris, damage to horse $25 00 

H. H. Baxter, damage to sheep 32 00 

Jane Eastman, damage to sheep 24 00 

W. A. Clark, constable, killing three dogs 3 00

The balance, 4320.70, has been carried to the general fund. 

A warrant to kill all “ dogs not duly licensed or collared 
according to law ’’ was issued by the chairman to Constable 
W. A. Clark, according to section 4036 ot the Revised Laws, 
and his return, showing his doings thereon, is as follows : 

“ STATE OF VERMONT, ) 

Rutland County > 

At Rutland in said county this 21st day of July, 1888, I 
return this warrant with my doings endorsed hereon as fol. 
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lows : I have killed or caused to be killed three dogs, one 
belonging to Charles Squires and the other two were vagrant 
dogs whose owners I was unable to find. I have entered 
complaint to the grand juror against the following persons 
for keeping dogs not licensed, after May 15th, 1888 : Charles 
Squires, 1 ; Benjamin Valiquette, 2 ; John R. Hynes, 1 ; 
W. E. Stoddard, 1 ; Ed. Bowman, 1 ; ‘Levi Premo, Sr., 1 ; 
J. H. Holmes, 1 ; and Patrick Kelley, 1 ; all of whom, I be- 
lieve, except Charles Squires sold or in some way disposed of 
their dogs after May 15, 1888, for the purpose of getting 
them registered and to avoid having them killed. 

That there are several unlicensed dogs remaining in town 
I do not ' doubt, but I have destroyed all such that I have 
been able to find and have entered complaint against all 
owners or keepers of such dogs against whom I had positive 
proof. WALTER A. CLARK,

We don’t know why these parties have not been prose- 
cuted as the law requires and we think ought to have bee n. 

GUIDE POSTS. 

The last legislature, among other things, passed a law 
(No. 29) providing for the better maintenance of guide posts. 
Section 2 of that law nrovides that “The selectmen of 
each town shall submit to the inhabitants at every annual 
meeting a report of all the places in which guide posts are 
erected andmaintained within the town, and all places at 
which, in their opinion, they ought to be erected and 
maintained.” 

Under that law we report that guide posts ought to. 
erected and maintained as follows : Near F. W. Shedd 
& Son’s store at Center Rutland ; at the junction of the 
west road leading to Proctor with the road leading to West 
Rutland ; at the fork of the roads below H. H. Dyer’s res- 
idence ; at the junction of -the roads near Ruel Todd’s

residence,; at the fork of the roads southerly* from Edgar 
Davis’ residence, and at the corner of North Main street 
and Woodstock avenue, near the residence of J.IB. Harris. 
Guide posts, such as they are, have been erected for many 
years below Mr. Dyer’s residence and below Mr. Edgar 
Davis’ residence. 

TOWN SYSTEM OF SCHOOLS. 

Under the new school law towns having the town'system 
of schools can vote at the annual meeting in'March, 1881b 
and at every fifth annual meeting thereafter, upon the 
question of abolishing the town system and returning to 
the district system: An article for that purpose has been 
put in the warning. Upon the vote on that matter the 
law now provides that “the voters of the town embraced 
within the limits of such graded school district shall not 
be qualified to vote in town meeting upon the question of 
adopting the town system, or for the election of school 
officers therein, or upon the question of abolishing the town 
system, unless such district has previously voted to accept 
the provisions of this chapter.” (See section 139 of the 
new school law.) Voters in the graded school district 
therefore cannot vote upon that article in the warning. 

TRUSTEES OF SCHOOL AND OTHER PUBLIC FUNDS. 

Under the provisions of act No. 11 of the acts passed at 
. the last session of the legislature, it becomes the duty of 
1 the town to elect three trustees to manage “ all real and 
personal estate except U. S. deposit money held in trust 
r , by the town for any purpose,” etc. “ The trustee first 
; chosen shall hold office for three years, the one next chosen 
( for two years, and the last one for one year next following 
' their election,” etc. 
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MEMORIAL HALL. 

Of the $15,868.56 of orders drawn on account of Memorial 
Hall, 81,365.80 was to pay bills contracted by a former board 
of Selectmen ; $4,164.71 was to pay for marble, labor, j and 
materials to complete the marble steps under way of building 
when we came into office ; about $600 has been expended in 
putting in sewer pipes, filling and grading around the out" 
side, and the balance has been expended in finishing up 
the main building. The library room has been completed 
and the iron stacks for the books have been ordered. It is 
heated with a hot air furnace, which we think will be ample 
to heat the whole building. It will soon be occupied by the 
Rutland Free Library in accordance with the offer made at 
the last town meeting. The main room is now well under 
way and the whole building can be finished early in the 
spring. 


SETTLEMENT WITH THE OTHER TOWNS. 


As soon as Memorial Hall is completed a settlement should 
be had with West Rutland and Proctor for the amount owing 
to this town on account of Memorial Hall, and also on account 
of claims against the old town paid by the present town of 
Rutland. No settlement of these matters has yet been 
reached. 


RIVER STREET BRIDGE. 

The former board of selectmen made a contract for the 
ron work of the bridge, during the first days of March, 
1888, with the Hilton Bridge Construction Company of 
Albany, New York. This contract was not seen by the 
majority of the selectmen until the work , was well under 
way. It was then found that with the limited appropria- 
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tion and the conditions of the vote authorizing the erec- 
tion of the bridge, the masonry work could not be done in 
: -a suitable manner and satisfactory to us, and under the 
^•circumstances we did not feel authorized to contract for the 
■work. A special town meeting was called in September, at 
the request of voters, and an advisory committee was ap- 
pointed, consisting of Messrs. P. W. Clement, F. Chaffee, 

; and Selectman John J. Barrett. This advisory committee 
•met with the selectmen several times. It was found that 
•the masonry work could not be built according to the 
specifications of Mr. F. R. Patch within the amount at the 
' -disposal of the selectmen, as the condition of the vote to 
build the bridge was, one-half the expense should be paid 
by .the railroads, and the railroads declined to pay more 
than one-half of $15,000. The B. & R. R’y Co. also ob. 
jected to any 40-foot spans being placed over its land. Ar- 
il rangements were at length made that an 80-foot span should 
L be substituted for two 40-foot spans over the B. & R. R’y 
•Co. land, and the advisory committee had the specifications 
dor the masonry work revised and changed, and by so do- 
ing and leaving out the expense of the Post street approach 
■as not being essential to the construction of the bridge, 
And, as the committee decided, an expense which should be 
! ■borne by the town alone, it was thought that the expense 
-could be brought within the appropriation and what the 
•railroads agreed to pay in addition, and bids were adver- 
| tised for the masonry work, the filling and planking of the 
bridge. The contract for the masonry work, to be built 
according to the specifications as altered and changed by 
the advisory committee, was awarded to Ingerson & Nash 
■of Providence, R. I. The filling and planking was awarded 
to J. E. Creed. The masonry work is nearly completed, 
and a large amount of the filling has been done and the 
iron work is in process of erection. The bridge will prob- 
ably be entirely completed and ready for use in the early 
■spring. 
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Mr. A. F. Davis has assumed no part and taken no re- 
sponsibility whatever in awarding the contracts for 
the work and claims that he is personally damaged by 
the erection of the bridge in the way it is being done, and 
served notice upon the other selectmen and the contractors 
when the iron work was commenced, that he should claim 
from the town whatever damage it should be to his property 
and business.

Advisory Committee's Report 

ON RIVER STREET BRIDGE. 

The Advisory Committee, elected at a special meeting of 
the voters of the town of Rutland, held at Rutland Sep- 
tember 8, 1888, as a committee to confer and act with the 
selectmen in the matter of the River Street Bridge, so- 
called, beg to present the following report : 

We have attended frequent meetings of the selectmen 
for the consideration of this matter, from the time of our 
election until October 25th, and, acting in unison with 
them, the following results have been attained. 

The contract for building the masonry in the abutments 
and pedestals was awarded to Messrs. Ingerson & Nash of 
Providence, R. I,, for $4.95 per cubic yard. The amount 
of masonry, according to the plans, is 741 cubic yards, the 
cost of which will be : 

741 cubic yards, at $4.95 $3,667 95 

The contract for making the earth fill was awarded to 
Mr. J. E. Creed, at 42-J- cents per cubic yard, the cost of 
which will be : 

2,090 cubic yards, at 42£ cents, (approximate) $888 25 

The contract for planking and wood-work was also 
awarded to Mr. Creed, for $612. 

This will make the total cost of the bridge, when com- 
pleted :

Report of Speeial Committee 


’TO DEVISE A COMPLETE AND COMPREHENSIVE SYSTEM OP 
KEEPING ALL THE TOWN ACCOUNTS. 

Rutland, Vt., May 28, 1888. 

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen of the Town of 

Rutland : 

Gentlemen — The following resolutions were adopted at the 
last annual meeting : 

Resolved , That the moderator shall appoint a committee of 
three, whose duty it shall be to consider and devise a com- 
plete and comprehensive system of keeping all the town 
accounts. 

Resolved, That the selectmen be instructed to adopt the 
system of keeping town accounts herein provided for ; and 
that, as far as practicable, the accounts for the past year be 
made to conform to the new system adopted. 

Having been appointed the committee to carry out the 
instructions embodied in the first of the above resolutions, 
we would respectfully submit our report herewith, and do 
hereby make, in accordance with the same, the following 
recommendations : 

First, That all material furnished on account of the town, 
whether by order of the selectmen, overseer of the poor, 
or school directors, should be furnished only upon a requi- 
sition or order blank, properly filled out, bearing the date 
and number, and explicitly stating what is ordered, of whom 
and on what account, the same to be signed by the official 
authorizing or giving the order, a duplicate of which should 
be kept upon a stub securely bound in a suitable book, 
printed for the purpose. For blank forms recommended 
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to carry out the provisions herein made, see forms marked 
A, B and 0 : Form A for selectmen, form B for overseer, 
form 0 for school directors. 

Second — That the selectmen, overseer of the poor and 
.school directors should see that by the close of the first 
week of each month, detailed bills for the preceding month 
are received by them for all the material ordered and an 
explicit statement obtained of all work done on account 
•of the town ; said bills and statements to be checked off 
and approved at the next meeting of the board, or as soon 
thereafter as practicable. 

Third — That the overseer of the poor should keep the 
bills and accounts of all materials, etc., used at the town 
farm separate and distinct from what is distributed outside. 
He should by the fifth of each month submit to the select- 
men a statement of all accounts, with the detailed bills, not 
previously given to them, the same to be first checked off 
by him and if found correct to be so marked over his signa- 
ture and properly classified in his statement to them, as 
provided for above. 

Fourth — That the clerk of the Selectmen should procure 
-a suitable skeleton ledger, lined and printed in accordance 
with the form herewith marked D. The appropriations 
made should be entered in the respective columns, and also 
all orders given by them, properly classified in the columns 
indicated each month. 

Fifth — That the School Directors should procure a suit- 
able skeleton ledger, lined and printed in accordance with the 
form herewith marked E. The appropriations should be 
■entered in their respective columns, and all orders given by 
them, properly classified, in the columns indicated each 
month. 

Sixth— That the annual report should embody a detailed 
classification of accounts similar to what is kept in the 
respective ledgers of the Selectmen and School Directors, 
and summaries or recapitulations of each set of accounts 
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should be made therein, showing the aggregate of current 
expenses and all special construction accounts. 

Seventh — That the Selectmen, Overseer of the Poor and 
School Directors should prepare a complete and accurate- 
statement of all unsettled liabilities incurred by them during 
their administration, and that the same be published in thfr 
annual report, and all liabilities not given therein, which are- 
incurred up to the expiration of their office, shculd be- 
included in a carefully prepared statement by each, to bc- 
placed in the hands of the new boards, elected at the close- 
of their term of office. 

Eighth — That all receipted bills, with the requisitions 
accompanying the same, properly classified and arranged, 
also all receipts, statements, stubs of requisition books, and' 
all other account books used by the Selectmen, Overseer of 
the Poor and School Directors should be handed over by 
them to the Town Clerk at the expiration of the term of office- 
to which they were elected, and not later than the day before 
the annual meeting, the Town Clerk acting as custodian of 
the same, who should see that they are conveniently arranged 
for future reference. Ledgers not completed should be handed 
over to the newly elected boards. The Town Clerk should 
destroy all bills, receipts, statements and other books and 
accounts, excepting ledgers, after they have been preserved 
for a period of six years. 

Ninth — The committee respectfully suggest that thi®- 
report be published in the next annual town report, giving 
in outline the classification of accounts as shown in forms D-

Overseer’s Report. 


To the Tax-payers of the Town of Rutland : . 

The total amount of orders drawn by the selectmen on 
account of the overseer of the poor during the twelv e 
months ending February 1st, 1889, has been $6,819.92. 

Of this amount about $3,443.53 was for care of the out- 
side poor (consisting of over 300 different persons) and the 
balance, $3,108.24, was for the expenses of the poor farm, 
overseer’s salary, etc. 

I have collected from different sources, for the produce 
of the town farm, pasturage, collected from other towns 
and individuals, etc., $343.15, and paid that sum into the 
town treasury ; which sum, being deducted from the 
amount of orders drawn, leaves $6,476.77 as the net expenses 
of the poor for the twelve months ending February 1st, 
1889. There is also due from other towns and individuals 
$219.99, which, when paid, will still further reduce the 
expenses. 

The net expenses during the twelve months ending Feb- 
ruary 1st, 1888, as shown by the last town report, were 
$8,250.52. So that the expenses are $1,773.75 less this year 
than last, although, on account of lack of employment and; 
the increase of population, the calls upon me for help have 
Wen fully as many as last year. A good many applications 
for help have come from persons discharged from the 
House of Correction, who, when released, have “located” in 
Rutland. Most of this class have no legal residence in any 
town, and when hard times come on, have been cast upon 

( 3 ) 
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this town. There are also many persons who have come 
to Rutland under hope of getting work, but have not 
succeeded, and I have had to help them. 

Rutland has no large charitable institutions such as are 
in many places of its size. If we had such charitable insti- 
tutions as are in Burlington, I think the expense of taking 
care of the poor would be several thousand less a year than 
it is now. 

I have tried to discriminate in helping the different fam- 
ilies, and have meant to help only those whom I thought 
were really needy and deserving. I have refused to help 
many shiftless persons who were able and could get work 
but were too lazy. And I have always refused to help those 
who I thought were selling liquor, believing that if they 
could afford to go into the liquor business under the pres- 
ent law the town could not afford to help them. 

The several lists and tables show the names and inmate s 
of the poor house, those discharged, outside poor helped, 
burials, etc. 

In the list of insane paupers taken to Brattleboro, which 
appears in last year’s report, the name of L. W. Field was 
erroneously put in, as having been taken at the expense of 
the town. This is not so. All expenses of taking him to 
Brattleboro, and care for him while there, were paid by hi3 
guardian out of his estate.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS 


— OP THE — 


TOWN SYSTEM OF SCHOOLS. 


We are unable to give so complete a report of the condi- 
tion of the schools under our care as we would wish, owing 
to the fact that the school year is not at an end at the time 
our report goes to press. The registers being incomplete, 
we, consequently, compile statistics in approximation only 
to accuracy. 

There are about 650 persons of the school age (from five to 
eighteen years) in the territory covered by our system. Of 
this number 50 are in parochial schools. The average en- 
rollment for the year shows 412 scholars. The attendance 
has not been so good as it ought to have been, with the 
mild winter and the comparatively small amount of sick- 
ness we have noted. There have been four deaths among 
those of the school age. The present school year is 36 
w'eeks in length. 
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The following table shows the schools, teachers with their 
salaries, and number of pupils enrolled in each :

Our teachers have, in general, done satisfactory work. 
Modern methods of teaching have been used in many of our 
schools, but in some, the great number of classes interferes 
seriously with any pronounced efforts iu that direction. 
Examinations are held regularly as far as practicable. Few 
cases of truancy and other bad conduct have been reported; 
and, on the whole, the discipline of the schools has been 
excellent. 

We have carried out the plan, proposed last year, of grad- 
ing the four schools at Center Rutland, and, we think, 
with most gratifying results. Miss Meldon was appointed 
preceptress ; and, under her competent supervision, the 
teachers are doing effective work. Merit cards and syste- 
matic examinations have been introduced with good results. 

The school in the Billings district we thought best to re- 
open. 

There is urgent need of greater school accommodations 
in the Chaffee district — 55 names appear in one of the reg- 
isters there for the term now closing. The school building 
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at Center Rutland should have a furnace. If the Sewell 
system of heating will do what is claimed for it in the way 
of ventilation, odorless closets and warmth, we believe that 
this building should be equipped with it. It would be 
economical both in point of expense and health. Nearly 
all the school buildings need painting, but we have not had 
the means at our disposal to do it with ; and we offer the 
same excuse for the lamentable want of the maps, globes, 
dictionaries, etc., which should be in all school rooms. 

The board has succeeded in arranging its affairs so as to 
have so far finished the business of the year, that a very 
close estimate can be made of the money necessary to be 
expended between the time of submitting their report to 
the printer and the close of the school year, March 3lst. 
A careful estimate places this amount at $1,130, of which 
sum $810 will be expended in the wages of teachers for the 
closing weeks of the present term of school.
